The earth for a few bundred yards around 
the fort shook for several seconds, as thongh 
moved by an earthquake, the shock being 
sensibly felt by the troops formed for attack. 

The attacking column was formed as stated 
yesterday, only the 2d avd ist brigades of 
Ledlie’s division, followed by the 35th Masea- 
chusetts, provided with intrencbing imple. 
ments, puched forward to the charge, They, 
bad moved bud u few yards when they re- 


Usrough the nolse made by the concentra- 
tion of troops, and the movements of arfil- 
lery avd trains during the night, so close to 
their front. 

The explosion, althongh it had destroyed 
the rebel redan, had not moved the rebel 
abettis and other obetructions in its front, 
and the essailants had great trouble ia work - 
ing their way;through them. The interior 
of the rebel fort presented an awful epec- 
tackle. It had been occupied by parts of the 
iSth and South Carolina regiments, and 
a battery of six red 8-Inch guns. 

The whele—mwen, guss, ammunition and 
every thing—had gone up and fallen back in 
a mingled masse. About two hundred men 
were only partially covered, and struggied 
desperately to get clear. About twenty, in- 
cluding several officers, were suleequently 
dug out. Part of the attacking columns ad- 
vaneed some distance to the right of the fort 
and carried part of two lines of the brenst 
works counecting the fort with the main 
rebel line to the rear of it. 

About two hindred and fifty prisoners 
were in their intrenchmentes and 
the rifle-pits about the fort and sent to the 
rear, As soon as our troops had reached the 
works, the enemy commenced a very heavy 
' musket fire from two sides of an angle, which 
| their breastworks formed ‘fm the rear of the 
tort. Several batteries also opened with 
shell and grape shot. 

Notwithstanding the tremendous fi 
rected againet the rebel line by our heavy 
and light battertes, the enemy's fire became
